Walker, upon the proposition now pending in |
the Houée Committee on Banking and Currency, |

to edtablish a central redemption agency, or
clearing-house, in New York city, for all the
national banks, was read to the committee yes-
lerday:—

Tur Hox, Jag, A, Garvienn—Dear Sir: [ am

greatly pleased to learn that a proposition is
now before the Banking and Currency Gommit-
tee of the House of Representatives, of which
you are chairman, to provide by Iaw for a bank
of redemption st some central point, to perform
the funetions of a general clearing-house for all
the notional banks ol the country. No more
important weasure has ever boen proposed in
reference to our exieting monetary system than
this. 1t s the ove thing most needed, for. with-
out such an institution, there 18 0 waut of ac-
countabllity and responsibllity on the part ol
the Individunl banks altogether inconsistent
with their own permanent prosperity, and pre-
judicial to the best interesis of the public.
" A general clearing-houze should have boen
established at the very outset, for neither
the Comptroller nor Congress itsell ean exercise
any effective authority uatll every bank in the
pation can be made to provide for the prompt
redemption of its notes. As watiers now stand,
many banks will be reckless in their operations,
and when any catastrophe happens will fall.
Thiz will cause susplelon. A general ron will
be made upon all the banks, not forthe redemp-
tion of their notes, for that is impossivle, since
they are scattered broadeast over the whole
nation, but for the redemption of thelr
deposits, which amount to nearly twice as much
as their ecirenlation —the latter belug about
§300,000,000, while the deposits, or what the
banks owe, paveable on demund, amount to
more than 2500,000,000; and besides are
due to persons residing in  their imme-
diate viciniwy, and may therefore be drawn for
ingtuntly if aoy alarm is felt. This is the great
peril to which our banks are exposed at the pre-
sent time,and hence the most prudent and well-
managed establishments desire, of all things,
that this Centrul Bank of Redemption shounld
be established, so that some restraint can be
placed upon such banks as conduet their busi-
ness regardless of their own permanent welfare
or the salety of others.

The want of a plan of general redemption is
geen in the fact that the bunks now extend their
Indebtedness, in the form ol deposits, In a far
greater degree than the State banks ever did.
Up to the Jate war the deposits were on an
average but a little more than thelir circulation.
In 1800, when the deposits were greatest, there
were bot #2535,000,000 agalnst #207,000,000 of
notes, or an excess of about 25 per cent, In
October last, per Complrolier's report,
there were #500,000,000 againat $201,000,000,
equal to an excess of about 175 per
cent.; while, at the same time, the whole means
of the banks for the immediate payment of
their cireulation nnd deposits, amountiog to-
gether to 701,000,000, were:—8Specie, £18,000,-
(00; legnl tenders and fractional currency,
£88,000,000; total, ®106,000,000, or less than
1814 cents on the dollar.

It may be objected that a central institution
of the Kind contemplated may be found a dan-
gerous element, on neconnt of the great power
it will be able to wield over the entire banking
syetem; but if the law which creates this Cen-
trul Banl is wise and judicious in Its provisions,
it will e invested with no power except Lo
compel the observance of the laws of Congress,
enacted for the sulety of the country and the
yrominent interests of all concerned in its baok-
i institutions: It will oppress no ome, and
restrain only those who are disposed to do
wrong. Hoping for the success of Lhe proposed

Lively Times at n Directors® Meeiing—A NMovel
Way ol Keeplag Boolks nuad sabscribiog for

From a letter 10 the Wimington Commercial
weé make the following extracts: —

The annual meeting ol the stockholders of the
Smyrna and Delaware Bay Rallroad Company
was held in Smyrna on Wednesday, Japuary 11,
It appeared at the meeting that James W, Bpro-
ance, one of the directors for the previous year,
held the stoek book in his personal possession,
and no eyve, save his own, was permitted to look
upon that book from the 11th day of Jauunary,

The weeting being organized, the stock book
was called for, and Mr. Bpruance eame in presty
soon with the same peatly folded In a copy of
Pomeroy's Democral, Upon the book belng
opened,the orlginal stockholders were surprisad
to find that some £32.000 of stock had been sub-
scribed while the book was in Sprusnce’s pos-
vession, and which was enongh to eover all pre-
vious subseriptions to the capital stock. Then
and there a nuwber of hard words flew
about the room, and a resolution was introduced
that such stockholders were not entitled to and
should not vote. A sharp and angry discussion
arose on the resolution.

Each eunceceding get of directors was charged
with trying to sell out the chiarter to the Phila-
delphia, Wilmington, and Baltimore Raflroad.
A scene of utter confusion followed. Fioally
quiet was restored, and pending o vole on the
rcmluuou.(ieorﬁe W. Cummips walked to the
Secretary's desk and wrow after his nawme jn
the book, “Twenty thousand shares, two hun-
dred thousand dellars?” Foran [ustant it was
a8 &ilent as the grave.

The author of the resolution moved that the
gubscription book be now closed,

book, and such & pulling and! hauling MeMullin
in his palmlest days could hardly get up. Men
on top of men, on the floor, stove and setiee,
gome with others by the throat.

A FRENCUH NAVAL PRIZE.
Selzure of n Germnu Vessel With an Amerlenn
Unrgn.

A private letter recently received in this city
from Tabiti bas eome lotereating Information
about the captore of the North German barque
Gazelle, which eailed from this port Seplember
2. On the 22d November, when about twenty
miles from Iqulque, and nine or ten miles ofl
shore, the vesgel slghted a steamer which, on
approaching, proved to he the French gunboat
Lawothe Piquet, An oflicer from the steamer
boarded the barque, overhauled the papers, and
took possesslon ol vessel and cargo as o prize.
The cargo belonged to Americans, but no per-
son of that natlonality was on the vessel.

The officer hauled down the North German
flag, substituted the French tri-color, and sent
the bark to Tubitl. The master and a hoy were
left of% the Gazelle, and the crew taken on
board the eteamer as prisoners of war. The
steamer proceeded to Iquique, where she ar-
rived on the 25th of Novewber. The comman-
der of the steamer told the crew to consider
themeelves prigsoners of war, and, i found at-
lumpllnui to escape, they woull be instantly
ghot. The Peruvian authorities notifled the
commander that they wounld not allow him to
take the erew of the Gazelle away, and he was
obliged to free his prisoners.—San Fransiseo
Bulleting Jan, 17.

TERRIBLE SLEIGHING ACCIDENT.

Results of Cnreless Briving.

The inanguration of the season’s sleigh-riding
In Hurlem yesterday was marked by a terrible
accident, the result of the careless driving of an
amateur sporteman.

The horge of ihe German’s hired team, in
prapcing and dashing about Mr. Watson's
sleigh, it Is supposed kicked him In the fore-
head; at any rate he fell out of his slelgh with
a terrible wound on his left torehead, abont an
inch and a half long, his skull being fractured.
The German, who was Intoxicated, was flung
out of his glelgh, and his wife, who was with
him, screamed fearfully. Mr. Watson was
taken to the club-house, where he remained
last night /m a very eritical condition. The
German gentleman, who did not know how to
drive, was released on giving his card,. — N, Y,

Harmisnunre, Jan. 25.—The question which
ling been agliating the military men of Phila
delphia for some time past has been finally set-
tled to the mutoal satisfaction of all parties
concerned. The resignation of Captain Ryan
from the 4th Regiment will be remembered by
the renders of Tur Evexine Teueararn., He
had commuand of the ehampion organization of
the country, having been awarded that title,
nominally, at the exhibition which was given
gome time egince at the Academy of Music, inn
contest with the Montgomery Blues of Boston.
Te eevered his connection In the expectation of
being akle to mise an independent organiza-
tion. It was surgesied to him that it would be
possible for him to revive the old orpanization
known as the State Fenclbles, and he sceured o
petition to that effect, signed by Colonel Page,
Lientenant-Colonel Cook, and other prominent
members of this old corps. [t then needed a
special met of the Legislature to extend the
same privileges to the company as are now held
by the Washington Greys, Keystone Battery,
Philadelphia City Troop, and Weccacoe Logion.
Such a bill was drafted and presented in the
Benate by Colonel Dechert, The Military Com-
mittee reported upon it favorably. Protests
glgned by the Board of Oflicers of the 1st
Division were then forwarded here, and they
were followed by a number of the officers of
the divieion. Yesterday Colonel A.J, Sellars,
of the 4th Regiment, arrived here, and at s
request the bill was recommilted, and a fall
hearing in the case was had this afternoon and
evening. Colonel Bellers made a long state-
ment, in which he held that suzh an act wonld
have a tendency to disrupt the entire division
of Philadelphia militia, and that if it passed
nearly every company in the division would agk
for the revival of the charters of the numerous
old organizations which were In existence
some years back,

Captain Ryan was also before the committee
and etated the reason which influenced him in
preseing the matter, He eald that under the
pregent defective militia system of the State it
required a heavy outlay of money by his oflicers
and men, which would be obyviated by the pro-
posed enactment, a8 the signers of the petition
had volunteered to freely give money, if the
old organization, which had taken an active part
in the War of 1812, was revived. If he saw any
other way to accomplish the object desired by
theee gentlemen, he would not insist upon the
bill,

Adjutant-General Rusecll then spoke at
length, In which he held that the recognition
of any further independent military compaules
was against the true ascertained policy of the
department. He knew of a course under the
present lJaw by which Captain Ryau could be
accommodated, and he was not aware of any
gentleman connected with the soldiery of the
State whom he would more desire to gratify.
If the Captain wounld take his petition to the
Mayor of Philadelphia, and have it duly at-
tested and forwarded, he would by return mal
order an electlon of officers, whom he would
commiseion as officers of the State Fencibles,
with the proviso that the organization must
conéent to be assigned by Major-General Pre-
vost Lo gome Philadelphia reglment,

This proposition the Captain sccepted, and
the matter was withdrawn from the committee.

The publication of a record, as far as the
joint committee of the Legislature is conceraed,
has aleo bean decided. This subject has cansed
much excltement on the Hill, owlog to the com-
binations which bave formed, but which are
peculiar to Harrlaburg, to prevent the suceessful
bidder entering into the contract. This gentle-
man, Mr. John M. Carson, a Philadelphlan, was
the second lowest bidder, and, by reason of Lhe
inability of the lowest bidder to fulfil the re-
quirgments of the commlttee, was potlfled Lo
sppear belore the comwmittee, and haviog
satisfied that body that he could do
what they wanted, was awarded the contract.
Every obstacle wus placed in his way by a com-
bination which wasso apparent as to be the sub-
ject of general remark, and as a floal resort he
was compelled to loeate bis printing estallish-
ment at Lancaster. Haviug wade all the neces-
sury arrangements he again appeared before the
committee last evening with his sureties, and
the contract and boud were signed. His price
is §14 per page for a dally record of the pro-
ceedings, Including an abstroct of the debate,
the length of whieh is to depend upon the im-
portance of the subject under consideration.

Indeed, the contractor proposing to
undertake the job for the next three years has
agreed to give the Btate $20,000, or thereabouls,
for the printing outside of the few items on
which he actually bid. The feeling prevails
that he will not now appear, fearing that he
may be held subject to any new law which the
Legislature may ennct.
